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 Eschelon Telecom of Washington, Inc. (Eschelon) files this Answer to Qwest 

Corporation's (Qwest's) Motion to Compel Responses to Data Requests to Staff.  

Eschelon supports Qwest's Motion.  Eschelon agrees that an understanding of Staff's 

interpretation of the laws and the agreements is crucial to formulating a response to 

Staff's testimony and to mounting a defense in this matter.  A ruling on this Motion is 

also important to the ability of Eschelon to pursue certain lines of questioning at the 

deposition of Staff's Witness Wilson, currently scheduled for July 21-22, 2004. 

For these reasons, and the reasons stated by Qwest in its Motion, Eschelon 

supports Qwest's Motion to Compel. 
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
